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The FCC has amended the amateur service rules in order 
to allow amateur operators more flexibility to provide 
communications for public service projects as well as to 
enhance the value of the amateur service in satisfying 
personal communications needs. 3 

Basically, International Radio Regulations define the 
amateur service as a radiocommunication service for self- 
training, intercommunication and technical investigations 
catried out by amateurs for personal aims and without 


- pecuniary interest. In other words, transmissions for business 


or commercial affairs as an alternative to other services is 
prohibited. , 

_ According to the FCC, PR 92-136 ‘‘would allow the 
amateur service to expand its public service capabilities and 
to provide greater flexibility for personal communications. 
The amendment would allow licensees to use amateur service 
frequencies to facilitate events such as races and parades, to 
support educational activities, to provide personal communi- 
cations such as making appointments and ordering food, to 
collect data for the National Weather Service, and to provide 


assistance voluntarily even where there are other authorized © 
tadio services available.’’ 


The Commission was unable to accommodate the ARRL’s 
request that the FCC provide a list of anecdotal examples of 
permitted and prohibited communications. The Commission.

This fellow Ed, K4IA in Punta Gorda always seems to 
have the answer whether it’s on net procedure or a technical 
question. Curious about how he got it all together, I asked 
him and here’s what he said. 

Originally licensed as W3EHW in 1933, he got into traffic 
work as an Official Relay Station (ORS) in 1936 in 
Washington, D.C. After WW2 he operated at W3EHW/1 in 
Connecticut and was again ORS in 1946 as a member of the 
Nutmeg net. In 1947 his call became W1ORP and he stepped 
in as manager of the net in 1948. In 1951 he received an 
ARRL Certificate as manager of IRN. The move to Florida 
in 1959 put him into the electronic business and out of traffic 
handling. During that time his call changed to W4WY/J then 
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K4IA in 1968. Ed retired in 1979 and got back into traffic 
handling, moving to his present home in 1981. Florida 
Certificates include QFN, QFN Net Manager in ‘84; 4RN in 
*85; RNS in ‘86 and EAN in ‘87. He is presently active on 
all nets except EAN. 

On the technical side, Ed is working on improving traffic 
reception under adverse conditions by utilizing lower noise 
antennas and filters. His station includes a Yaesu FT757, 
Clipperton L and 90-foot tower with top guy wires as slopers 
for 80 meters. There is a 2 element, 40 meter beam at 90 feet 
and a 3 element, 10 to 20 meter beam at 100 feet, remotely 
switched to a 7/8-inch coax to the shack 200 feet away. All 
utilities and circuits are underground, as the tower is Gamma 
matched for 160 meters.

‘*The big lesson we learned after Andrew was to be ready 
to do it yourself,’’ say Milton Schiedel, WN4N of Key 
Largo. ‘‘The repeater antennas that didn’t fall down were 
taken over by the local bureaucrats with the same results.”’ 

Using QST and some other sources, Milton and his 
cohorts set a course to devise and set up a system that would 
be tailored to their needs in the Keys where it has been 
known to blow pretty hard! Their goal was to be able to talk 
‘to any place in Southern Florida with simple-to-set-up 
antennas and a 12 volt battery. Obviously this would require 
the use of the HF bands and qualified HF operators, ‘“To my 
surprise, the latter requirement is beginning to look like a 

problem,’’ exclaimed Milton. i) 
| The configuration they settled on was a full-wave Delta 
Loop system that was discussed in an October 1984 QST 
article by Doug DeMaw, WIFB and Lee Aurick, W1SE. 
According to Milton, they now have three forty-foot poles in 
a delta setup at the Red Cross building. They can try out any 
height or angle of the Delta-Loop. 


Pole number 3 being set, Pole 1 with osprey nest and Pole 2 with 
Isopole on top in background. 


All of the antennas are pulled up by 3/16 nylon line and 
can be taken down quickly in case of a big blow. The lines 
are run through stainless eyebolts or eyescrews. All other

lines on each pole allow trials for better antenna. 


bolts or hardware are also stainless. No blocks or pulleys are 
used. The lines are made continuous with the ends laces 
together with nylon whipping thread so it will pass through 
the eyes smoothly. 

According to Milton, the data for building the Delta-Loop 
can be found in the ARRL Handbook. 

Light masts from PVC 

While perusing Edward M. Noll’s, ‘‘Easy-Up Antennas 
for Radio Listeners and Hams,’’ Milton decided to try a 
scheme of PVC masts to erect a square 40-meter full wave 
loop over his house. According to book, the mast is nothing 
more than a 10 ft. section of 1 1/2 in. ID PVC pipe 
telescoped and bolted into a 10 ft. section of 2 in. ID PVC 
pipe. One can get all the details of construction from the 
book which is available from MFJ. ‘‘No more noisy verticals 
for me, not to mention the-trip over radial,’’ says Milton. 
‘*The PVC is also perfect for the persons who don’t want an 
antenna in sight - until they need it,’’ he said. 

Loop Skywire 

Milton also tried’ out the Loop Skywire, an all-band HF 
antenna that is easy to construct, costs nearly nothing and » 
works great DX, according to Dave Fisher, WOMHS who 
called this antenna ‘‘the best kept secret in the amateur 
circles,” in a November 1985 QST feature. According to 
Milton, the Loop Skywire is a real performer and every ham 
should try it. “‘It’s very quiet and my first QSO was Morrow, 
New Hampshire.”’ 

As we have been saying, hurricanes produce a lot of 
devastation and make a lot of people answer a lot of 
questions.

‘WPBARC HIGH SPEED 
CW CONTEST... 
THE SPECIFICS 


The West Palm Beach ARC will sponsor their first of an 
annual High-Speed CW Contest. The contest begins at 1 PM, 
October 23, 1993, as part of the Palm Beach Repeater 
Association Hamfest held in the Palm Beach County 
Fairgrounds, on October 23rd and 24th. The contest is free to 
all paid Hamfest attendees: - licensed or unlicensed. 

The contest has been coordinated with and conforms to 
ARRL standards. Observers are welcome. They can hear the 
test material simultaneously with the contestants ae a 
loudspeaker. 

The overall speed winner will receive a trophy: Plaques 
will be awarded to each person who is the fastest copier in 
age groups: 20 years and younger, 21 thru 40 years, 41 thru 
60 years, and 61 or more years. 

Anyone able to copy 20 WPM or more will be awarded a 
handsome certificate attesting to their skills at their highest 
speed. 

Copy will start with plain English text in Continental 
Morse Code at 20 WPM. Subsequent speed runs will increase 
by 5 WPM, until only a few contestants remain. Speed tests 
for these few will be based on the contestants own estimate 
of their ability. At this point, speeds can be adjusted in 
increments of approximately 1 WPM. Contestants may begin 
copying at any speed they choose. 

Well formed, computer generated code will be sent to a 
multiple headphone audio: sound system. While headphones, 
paper, and pencil will be supplied, contestants may use their 
own headphones if they are low impedance. 

Every attempt will be made to insure that the speeds are 


accurate. The criteria for speed will be measured by © 


established standard ARRL algorithms. 

Text sent will always be unique. Text is built solely upon 
the English alphabet, digits 0 thru 9, period, comma, question 
mark, and the slash mark. No callsigns, abbreviations, or 
-mis-spellings will be sent. 

Dashes will be 3 times as long as a dot. The space 
between parts of a letter will be the length of a dot. The 
‘space between letters will be the length of 3 dots. The space 
between words will be 7 dots. 

Copy is defined as the ability to mentally translate the 
pattern of dots and dashes heard, into meaningful thoughts 
expressed as English words. 

A contestant demonstrates his or her copying prowess by 
either showing 1 minute of consecutive errorless hardcopy or 


by successfully answering at least 8 out of 10 multiple choice, 


questions about the material that was sent. 

A special rule exists for those contestants competing for 
first place. The and they alone MUST furnish hardcopy. 

For everyone else, copy need not be transcribed onto 
paper. However, at these high speeds much factual material 
will be sent. Contestants who merely try to remember it, 
stand a good chance. of forgetting some details. Contestants 
may-refer to their hardcopy to answer test questions. 

For example, at 40 WPM, any continuous 200 characters, 


excluding spaces are acceptable. Numbers and punctuation’ 
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count as 2 characters and letters count as 1. Immediately | 


following a 5 minute code transmission, a 60 second period 


will begin in which contestants may correct, substitute, and 
fill in characters on their hardcopy sheet. 


Contestants are strongly urged to bring laptop computers | 


in word processing mode to record their hardcopy. Very quiet 


electronic typewriters may be allowed if they make little or 


no noise, and do not distract anyone else. All such hardcopy 
devices must be approved by the judges. Noisy keyboard 
clicks, noisy paper printing and pounding are the main criteria 
for device rejection. Ordinary mechanical typewriters will not 
be permitted if there is more than 1 person copying a speed 
run. 

Contestants will be given ample time after the copy period 
has ended, to transcribe onto paper, the text which was 
written into the memory of laptop computers, during the copy 
period. No test editing is allowed at this time. 

If the accumulated noise from the laptops and electronic 
typewriters exceeds the-allowable minimum as determined by 
the judges, test groups will be broken down into smaller 
groups and tested separately. 

The purposes of the contest are: 

1. For both contestants .and observers to have fun. 

2. To demonstrate that CW is alive and well as a 
communication mode. 

3. To proliferate CW in the amateur radio world. 

4. To motivate CW enthusiasts to increase their copy 
speed.

HOW LONG COULD YOU GO? 


- Edited from article of unknown origin by 


John Weatherley, AB4ET 


In an emergency, how long could you stay on the air in: 
Situation #1 - Mains Power still OK. 
Situation #2 - No mains power, unlimited gasoline. 
Situation #3 - No mains power, limited gasoline. 
Situation #4 - No outside power source. 


‘Y Situation #1. Mains Power still OK. 
A handheld radio, just as it comes from the store with one 
battery pack and a ‘‘wall wart’’ charger - good for maybe five 


hours of receiving, if it starts with a fully charged battery (tr ; 
' less if you transmit much). 


Since most HT’s are not supposed to be operated while 
charging, it’s out of service for the next fifteen or so hours 
after the battery goes out - even if mains power is available. 

The bare minimum set up is one spare rechargable battery 
pack and one alkaline pack with fresh batteries. Alkaline cells 
are commonly available even without mains power to charge 
your nicad pack and will last a surprisingly Bee time if you 
manage power drain carefully.

A fast charger is desirable, but you still need two 


rechargable packs, one to use and one to charge. To operate 
direct from the mains you will need a small power supply 
providing the DC voltage and current suitable for your radio. 

An important detail is the use of standardized connectors 
that will hopefully make your equipment compatible with all 
others in the area. ARRL recommends the Molex two prong 
8 amp. series available from Radio Shack. Some clubs had a 
standard connector before ARRL made its choice. Mel- 
bourne’s P.C.A.R.S. uses the similar but larger 20 amp. 
connector reasoning that it might be needed for HF rigs 
drawing more than 8 amps, and were proven correct during 
**Andrew’’, . 


Y _ Situation #2 No mains power - unlimited gasoline. 

If you have a 12 VDC power cord as previously 
described, and if you have fitted your car with matching 
connectors, you can operate indefinitely. Also an installed 
mobile radio can be used indefinitely and your HT can be 
recharged while you use the mobile rig. 


Y Situation #3 No mains power, limited gasoline. 

. This for many of us is a sore point since we drive until we 
are running on the fumes before filling the tank. It would be 
wiser to never allow the tank to fall below the half-way 
mark. That’s worth a New Years resolution even if you have 
trouble keeping it. 


Y Situation #4 No outside power source. 

The most practical independent power source is a solar 
panel, especially in Florida. They come in various sizes and 
capacities although most quoted specs. are optimistic. A one 
foot square panel in bright sunlight will just about allow 
transmitting on an HT at low power. Two in parallel is better 
and three will power a 5 watt unit even on a hazy day. 
Almost any size panel will charge a gel-cel battery. The 
larger the panel the faster the charge. Don’t forget that all 
electrical considerations are worthless if you run out of food, 
water and any necessary medicines. How long could you and 
your family survive? he 

You could treat the whole scenario as a mere mental 
exercise, I recommend that you do. Possibly you will assign 
yourself a few action items as a result.

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FLORIDA ARMY MARS NEWS 
-by Lorraine S. Matthew N4ZCF/AAM3PR 
As an Army MARS operator who has never run a phone 
patch and who ,hears about all the phone patch activity 
coming into Florida from all over the world, I asked, initially, 
that Jim Keele/(AAR4WO send to me a transcript of exactly 


what goes on at AAR4CS §. As many of you know, 


AAR4CSS is the Silver Springs Amateur Radio Club Army 
MARS station located in Ocala. Its big-foot reputation still 
holds ‘in the Middle East in such places as Saudi Arabia, 
Somalia, Kuwait, and, with the augmentation of the n ew log 
periodic antenna, will most likely work Bosnia and Mace- 
donia as well. Other phone patch operators in the state cover 
our MARS stations in South and Central America, Korea, 
and Germany. Phone patches, of course, must be originated 
at the mili tary person’s overseas location. Phone patch 
operations may not be originated in the United States. 

Jim’s description of the phone patch operation follows. 

““Net schedule 14 and 20 MHz frequencies depending on 
conditions, commencing at 2 P.M. EST until traffic comple- 
ted at 9 P.M. EST.’’ (Note: When the situation demands, the 
volunteers at this station have been known to work many 
more hours than indicat ed here.) 

**“AEM6USA, this is AAR4CSS, Radio Check.’ 


‘AARACSS, this is AEM6USA, read you Charlie Lima. 


How me? Over’ 

‘AEM6USA, this is AAR4CSS, 
readable, patch quality. Over’ 

“AAR4CSS, this is AEM6USA. Following this station, we 
have the following stations on frequencies: AEM6USI, 
AEM6USH, AEM6USR, AEM6USQ. Call each station for 
tadio check. Over’’’’ 

AARACSS calls each station to cheek to see if the 
conditions exist to make each one patch quality. Upon this 
verification to AEM6USA, AEM6USA assigns the rotation

of those stations that have patch quality. Usually each station © 


may make two complete d calls before AAR4CSS goes on to 
the next station in the rotation. If there is another CONUS 
station on the same frequency, that station, if the readability 
is the same or better, may elect to take some of the stations 
off to another frequency to r un their patches. 

“*“AEM6USA, this is AAR4CSS. Send your figures. 
Over’ 

‘This is AEM6USA, figures follow - Area code 902 629 
3149 from James to Martha. Over’ 

‘This is AAR4CSS, confirm figures 902 629 3149, James 
to Martha. Over’ 

‘This is AEM6USA, affirmative. Over’ 

‘This is AAR4CSS, dialing, wait.’ 

**“Note: If we have Sprint or MCI services, there is no 
reverse charge indicated.”’ 

““When the party answers; ‘This as the Army MARS 
station Ocala Florida. I have a call from James in Somalia for 
Martha. Are you Martha? Have you ever talked on radio 
patch before?’ 

“If she replies ‘No’, we explain that this is by radio from 
Ocala to Somalia and is a one-way system. She must end her 
sentences with the word ‘Over’. We also indicate that there is 


no charge for the long distance call; that Sprint or MCI is’ 


pickin g up the bill. If neither of these free services is 


available, the telephone operator usually asks if she accepts 
the long distance charge. (On one of these reverse charge 
calls, the party said. that she would not pay for the long 
distance call fro m Somalia. When I advised her that the 
charge was only from Ocala, she said she didn’t know 
anybody in Ocala, and hung up.) 

***AEM6USA, this is AAR4CSS. I have Martha on the 
line for James. Please initiate patch your end. Over’ 

. ‘This is AEM6USA, initiating patch.”’ 

When the conversation, limited to five minutes, is 
complete, AAR4CSS indicates that the patch is terminated 
and requests the next set of figures for the next patch. Logs 
are kept of the time, frequency, party calling, party accepting 
the call , etc. Log entries also indicate ‘‘No answer’’ or 
reception of an answering machine on which a short message 
is left by the operator at AAR4CSS. 

An average of 40-50 patches per day are handled from 
Somalia even now. If conditions are bad on one frequency, 
there are others from which to choose. There are frequency 
indicators which are used to advise the Somalia stations 
where to go. 

With all the frequencies stored in memory, when 
frequencies are shifted, the station’s linear amplifier shifts 
automatically when the ICOM 735A shifts. No tuning is 
required. They do not use a tuner between the Alpha 87A 
amplifier and either the rh ombic (Big Foot) or the log 
periodic antennas. 

Larry Ayers/AAV4IW is one of the phone patch operators 
at AAR4CSS. He heard my request for information and very 
generously set up a phone patch between Mitch/AEM6USA 
in Somalia and myself so that I could interview the operator 
in Somalia. Mitch was the chief operator in Mogadishu and 
has done an excellent job with the phone patch operation as 
well as doing the needed public relations work so that the 
ever-rotating troops would know that Army MARS was there 
to serve them. (Mitch has since rota ted out of the area. A 
six- month rotation is in effect.) ' 

In the interview, we discussed such items as the 
impossibility of using two-way MARSgrams. MARSgrams 
can be sent out of the country but cannot be delivered 
effectively inside the country. This is the main reason that all 
MARS services have been act ing under instructions not to 
accept message traffic going to the area. Mitch made sure 
that every Army mailbox received a flyer explaining the 
MARS services that are available to troops in Somalia. He 
did this at least once per month so that the b ox holder was 
kept informed whether it be someone new or the same soldier 
who may have had it the previous month. At the time that I 
talked to him in July, Mitch had handled 1000 phone patches 
(out of 6300 for the station) and 4000 MARSgrams from So 
malia to the United States. The MARS station often became 
the social center as soldiers waited their turn to get either a 
patch or a message out to their loved ones at home. 

It took two patches to accomplish the interview. The first 
one was terminated when the band conditions collapsed. The 
second one had a more dramatic ending which pointed out to 
me that the perils of Somalia are far from over. I had heard 
some popp ing sounds just before I opened some dialog on 
my end. When I had ‘‘Over’’ed, Mitch broke off the patch 
for ‘‘an emergency’’. Those pops were machine guns and he 
understandably wanted to close down the operation. The 
station is inside a military compo und, but the shooters 
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outside can send bullets inside as they strafe and run. My 
appreciation to Larry for giving me this experience and to 
_ Jim for the detailed information about the station operation. 
Next month, I will salute the VFW post whose c are and 
generosity keep this station operating. Space prevents me 
from adding it here. Meanwhile, a salute to AAR4CSS and 
the AEM6 stations is well deserved. ? 


HOW DO I GET A JUMP TEAM? 
- by William May (WB4HXS), AEC Orange Co. 

‘‘What do I need to do to get a communications team to 
help us?’’? This may well be the question you should ask 
before acting: put your brain before stepping on the gas. It’s 
like dialing 9-1-1. You should have the answers to certain 
questions before picking up the phone. How many times have 
you heard a Ham make a patch to FHP: ‘‘there is an accident 
on IJ-75’’. Then stumble all over himself trying to explain 
where the accident is, is anyone hurt (I’m not sure) and so 
on. 

What’s my point? Unless the JUMP TEAM COORDINA- 
TOR receives sufficient and correct information, the JUMP 
TEAM is going to waste valuable time looking for answers. 
We are being dispatched on emergency basis. We need the 
facts before leaving town. 

The journalistic questions; WHO, WHAT, WHEN, 
WHERE, HOW need answers. When you call for a jump 


team we, of Orange. County R.A.P.I.D., must have the 


answers to these questions. We do not want to blindly send a 
JUMP TEAM into an area which needs immediate communi- 
cations; we do not want to be wasting our time and yours 
looking for someone, somewhere. There were several cases 
during Andrew for which a group of operators went into the 
devastated area with no knowledge of what they were going 
to do. RAPID will not do that. 

WHO is requesting a jump team? We need person’s name 
and organization. 

HOW are we to contact the 
Telephone? In person? 

WHERE are we going? We need an exact location to 
which to report. 

WHEN do we meet or talk to the ‘‘WHO”’ upon our 
arrival at the scene? 

WHAT will be our objective; Establish a communication 
base? Supplement existing communications? Set up a field 
station as a relay? Join a search team? Whoever requested 
our presence should have some idea of how to use our talents 
and equipment to best suit their needs. 

To this end, letters and a copy of our COORDINATOR 
report form, which contains these questions, and others, have 
been sent to many ECs, DECs and both SECs of Florida, 
This, so that when you call RAPID for a JUMP TEAM you 
will have advanced knowledge of the questions the RAPID 
COORDINATOR will ask. With the proper intelligence, 
RAPID is able to accomplish its goals. 

No matter from where the communication’s team ori- 
ginates, they should have the answers to the above questions

before leaving home. Much valuable time and effort will be ~ 


saved; the jump team can concentrate on the task of 
furnishing communications. 


R.A.P.I.D. will respond quickly to get the job done if we 
know the WHO, HOW, WHAT, WHEN, and WHERE.
